County Committee Swings Into 
Final Campaign; Governor Hits 
Olson's “Misrepresentations” 
With Election Day only five days 


away, the county Republican Central: 


Committee, led by H. P. Brown, today 
mapped plans for a county-wide drive 
in support of the candidacy of Gov- 
ernor Frank F. Merriam for re-elec- 
tion. 

“To inform all of the voters of the 
county of the urgent need for re-elect- 
ing Governor Merriam and naming 
Dr. Walter Scott Franklin as Lieuten- 
ant Governor, we are going to make a 
house-to-house canvass of Placerville,” 
Mr. Brown announced. 

“In addition, more than 4,000 per- 
sonal ietters will be mailed to voters in 
the rural county urging them to sup- 
port the principals of good government 
for which Governor Merriam has be- 
come a symbol] during his adminis- 
tration.” 

Full-page advertisements in the 
county’s newspapers are also part of 
the committee’s program in behalf of 
Governor Merriam and Dr. Walter 
Scott Franklin. 

MERRIAM HITS BACK 

SACRAMENTO, ‘(W’)— Federal relief 
admniistrator Harry Hopkins today 
joined President Roosevelt and demo- 
cratic chairman James Farley with en- 
dorsement of California’s democratic 
ticket in next Tuesday’s election. 

Gov. Frank F. Merriam, seeking re- 
election on the republican platform, 
somewhat counteracted Hopkins in a 
major address attacking the “misrep- 
resentations and downright untruths” 
of his opponent, Culbert L. Olson. 

Merriam’s southern California cam- 
paign speeded up as he urged “confi- 
dence in government as the founda- 
tion stone of stability, progress and 
prosperity.” The Governor offered his 
record as the major reason for his re- 
election and _ said public officials 
“should be chosen by other means than 
mendacity, political trickery and po- 
litical hypocrisy.” 

Philip Bancroft, republican candi- 
date for senator, was back in the bay 
area today for a quick tour of So- 


lano, Napa. Sonoma and Marin coun- | 


ties before returning to the south for 

three days of cleanup work before the 

election.
